An NBA lockout did interrupt the 
start of the basketball season, with 16 
games for each team getting removed 
from the schedule before an agreement 
was reached and the season began on 
Christmas Day. 

Once the NBA season started, the 
shortened regular season became a grind, 
with teams playing the 66-game schedule 
in a tight, four-month timeframe.
